Is Bloomingdale’s, I-Magnin, 
Lord and Taylor, Macy’s, Nieman 
Marcus, Nordstrom or Saks 5th 
Avenue coming to Greenbelt? 
Whooee! Can you imagine one 
or more of those fancy dudes 
coming to this little ole town, 
once a government-built housing 
project for low-income people? 
What won’t happen next? 

Picture this. The old A. H. 
Smith sand and gravel property, 
which had asphalt and concrete 
plants on it, and the Greenbelt 
Metro Station parking lot turned 
into a gleaming Emerald City of 
high-rise towers filled with office 
workers and upscale apartment 
dwellers who can elevator down 
to the enclosed mall to buy, buy, 
buy at these fine stores. No Tar- 
gets, K-Marts or Walmarts here. 
They are going to be prohibited. 
We are too good for that. 

You don’t think that that is 
going to happen? Well, the own- 
ers of the Smith property and a 
development venture of Petrie- 
Dierman, Inc. Real Estate and 
Clark Construction, as Greenbelt 
MetroPark LLP, are talking that 
way. According to the April 6, 
1998 issue of the Prince George’s 
Newsletter, a publication that 
keeps close tabs on the county 


government, rumors that the de- 
velopers have a letter of intent 
from a top-of-the-line department 
store are circulating throughout 
Greenbelt and the retail commu- 
nity. However, the Newsletter 
further quotes the venture’s attor- 
neys, Wilkes, Artis and Lane, as 
saying, “We have been asked not 
to distribute any correspondence 
to the public from anyone until

the WMATA (Washington Metro- 
politan Area Transit Authority) 
selection process is complete.” 
Sending a Signal 

The fact that this property is 
zoned for heavy industrial use ap- 
parently is not a problem. The 
venture simply asked the county 
council to pass a law, CB-35, that 
says you can build upscale, retail 
stores in an industrial zone. 
Make sense? County 
Councilmember Thomas 
Hendershot seems to think so. 
He introduced CB-35 for the 
owners. According to the Prince 


George’s Newsletter, he called it 
an effort to “Send a signal to up- 
scale retailers that should they 
choose a Metro site here, they 
are welcome and won't be sub- 
jected to a long arduous process.” 
Only County Councilmember 
Walter Maloney, the Newsletter 
says, is not awed with the idea 
of upscale retail in Greenbelt. 
“This is the biggest piece of sau- 
sage to come down the pike,” he 
opined at a recent council meet- 
ing, according to the Newsletter. 
Maloney noted that the county 
previously had made it possible 
for upscale retail to come to Lau- 
rel by establishing a C-R-C Zone 
and no one has yet taken advan- 
tage of the opportunity. How- 
ever, Maloney’s baloney appears 
to be filet mignon to the rest of 
the county council. According to 
the Newsletter, “everyone else on 
the council is ready to get out 

their forks and knives.” 

WMATA’s Involvement 

Why this sudden rush to build 
Bloomingdale’s in an old gravel 
pit? It’s because WMATA wants 
to develop the air rights to the 
Greenbelt Metro Station to bring 
in more money to support their 
heavily tax-subsidized public 
transit system. Fair enough.

Annex Us, Plead Homeowners;

At its April 27 regular meet- 
ing, the Greenbelt City Council 
received a request to annex the 
Parkside of Greenbelt develop- 
_ ment, received a report on a new 
building to be added to the 
Maryland Trade Center Park, and 
heard the city’s senator and del- 
egates report on the recently con- 
cluded General Assembly session. 

Annexation Request 

The residents of Parkside of 
Greenbelt (located adjacent to 
Greenbelt Park off Good Luck 
Road) have petitioned for an- 
nexation by the city. Co-Presi- 
dent Timothy Edwards told 
council that most of the 31 
families in the development be- 
lieved they were buying homes 
in Greenbelt. At or after settle- 
ment, the residents found that 
they were actually in an unin- 


corporated area served by the 
Riverdale post office. As 
Greenbelt residents, Edwards 
said, the residents believe they 
will have higher property val- 
ues, a better quality of lifestyle 
and enjoy good city services. 
These benefits, they feel, will 
outweigh the additional taxes 
they will pay. 

The next step in the process 
is for the city to draft a resolu- 
tion for annexation, which must 
be advertised for four consecu-. 
tive weeks prior to its consider- 
ation by council. 

Maryland Trade Center 

Council accepted the Advisory 
Planning Board’s (APB) report 
on the site plan for a 28,200 
square foot, two-story ambulatory 
care facility proposed for the 
Maryland Trade Center Park be- 
tween the Holiday Inn and the 
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Greenbelt to Get State Funds 


Trade Center III building off 
Hanover Drive. 

The APB found that the pro- 
posed development complies with 
county zoning and related regula- 
tions. The applicant has incorpo- 
rated suggestions from the city 
staff to improve pedestrian access 
to the building and to provide 
additional landscaping. The 
board recommends approval of 
the plan subject to conditions in- 
cluding transfer of the promised 
National Park outlot, relocation 
or removal of 12 parking places 
that the board believes create 
safety and “streetscape” con- 


cerns, and provision of site 


amenities such as picnic tables 
and benches. 

Council will take action on 
the APB recommendation at the 
May 11 council meeting. 

Legislative Report 

Three of Greenbelt’s four rep- 
resentatives to the General As- 
sembly— State Senator Leo 
Green and Delegates Joan Pitkin 
and James Hubbard— gave their 
annual legislative report to the 
council. 

Mayor Judith Davis stole 
some of their thunder in her in- 


troduction, as she said the 


councilmembers “thank them 
325,000 times.” She explained 
that the legislators had won ap- 
proval for $325,000 in state

Parking at Green Ridge House 
will be one of the main issues at 
the May 11 regular meeting of 
the Greenbelt City Council. 
Council discussed the issue at 
some length at the April 27 regu- 
lar meeting, but postponed a de- 
cision until Councilmember Tho- 
mas White, who was out of town 
on business, could participate. 

The residents of Green Ridge 
House, a senior housing facility 


-owned by the city, have peti- 


tioned council for more parking. 
The facility has 39 parking 
places in its lot. However, 46 
residents in the 100 unit building 
own 48 vehicles. In addition, 
staff, visitors, cleaning help for 
residents and contractors must 
park on Ridge Road. While a 
staff survey found parking avail- 
able on Ridge between 20 and 24 
Courts, it also found that the 
spaces nearest to Green Ridge 
House are generally full. 

Were the facility built today, 
county code would require the 
city to provide 66 parking spaces. 
Community Planner Terri Hruby 
noted that the code requirements

quired. (Green Ridge House was 
built in 1979.) The number of 
residents with cars is also in- 
creasing fairly rapidly. As re- 


cently as 1993, there were :just,.

visitors, staff and others. Now, 
46 residents have cars, with two 
residents owning two cars each. 
At the January 12 regular 
meeting, council reviewed earlier 
staff proposals for providing addi- 
tional parking. These included 
constructing a new 16-space lot 
in the front of the building or a 
26-space lot behind the building. 
The rear lot would be reached by 
a driveway on the 20 Court side 
of the building that would require 
an easement from Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. and destroy several 
large trees. Council directed staff 
to explore the feasibility of a rear 
lot with access from Gardenway, 
and determine if there were other 
options, not yet considered, to 
meet residents’ parking needs. 
Community Planner Terri 
Hruby .conducted the analysis. 
She reported that the staff's rough 
estimates for the cost of access- 
ing the rear lot via Gardenway 
was $175,000; roughly $85,000 
less than the cost of locating the 
driveway on the 20 Court side of 
the building. The main reason 
for the cost difference is that the 
20 Court option ae a retain-

Removing Concession Stand 
Leads Parks Projects List

The only capital improvement 
budgeted for city parks in FY99 
is a carryover from the current 
year for dredging the forebay and 
bank stabilizing along the feeder 
stream. This work is to be done 
using Capital Projects Fund mon- 
ies totalling $121,000 according 
to Greenbelt City Manager 
Michael P. McLaughlin, who pre- 
sented his capital budget propos- 
als to the city council at an April 

1 worksession. McLaughlin ex- 
pects the work to begin before 
June 30 and be completed this 
summer. 

_Nor does the capital budget 
provide funds in future years for 
park improvements. City staff 
has identified numerous projects 
to be done (see list), However, 
none of these have attained suffi- 
ciently high priority to be eligible 
for funding with the limited 
amount of capital improvement 
funds available. | 

Buddy Attick Park 
At the meeting, the members 


-of the council discussed the need 


to do “something” for Buddy 
Attick Park. Councilmember Ed- 
ward Putens said that the council 
had put off too long doing some- 
thing to implement the Lake Park 
Master Plan. Mayor Judith Davis 
noted that nothing was budgeted 


for the park’s physical plant. 
“Are there some projects we are 
willing to start to make it look 


like we are doing something?” 


she asked. Her thought was to 
tear down the concession stand. 
She also was interested in relo- 
cating the bandstand. 

While the other members of 
council appeared willing to tear 
down the concession stand, they 
felt constrained because the city 
is in litigation over the drowning 
that took place as a result of the 
concession operation. 
McLaughlin advised that the 
owners of record had been given 
notice to remove their personal 
property from the _ stand.

We urge the city council to look toward restoring safe boating op- 
portunities on Greenbelt Lake as part of a total plan to improve 
Greenbelt’s largest and best used city park. 

~~~ Many children in Greenbelt, and in the wider metropolitan area, 
lack, the, opportunity to enjoy, the pleasures of boating. For years, the 
lake concession offered that opportunity at a modest price. One has 
to go-pretty far from Greenbelt to enjoy a similar boating opportu- 
nity. 

At present, council does not seem inclined to restore rental boats 
to the lake.’ “In a worksession and privately, council members have 
said they wish to tear down the old concession stand as quickly as 
possible. A lawsuit filed against the city as a result of the 1996 
drowning incident appears to be the only reason for their not having 
done so already. No one has mentioned building a new facility to re- 
place it. 

Besides offering boating opportunities not found nearby, having the 
concession stand open for business provided other benefits for the 
park and its users. There was someone at the park during its peak 
times of use to monitor what was going on. There was a telephone 
in the building that could be used to summon police or an ambulance 
in case of an emergency. 

Looking to the future, should decent toilets ever be placed in the 
park, having a concession operation in the same building would pro- 
vide better control and security to those much-needed facilities. 

Tearing down the existing concession stand will eliminate an 
eyesore.in.the park. . That option is certainly better than leaving 
the building to, continue to rot. 

However, getting rid of an eyesore is not doing enough. -

The Old Curmudgeon

In the movie “Norma Rae” 
(recently shown in Greenbelt), 
the heroine, played by Sally 
Fields, declares in a moment of 
pique: “Kvetch, kvetch, 


kvetch!” It’s a Yiddish word 


that means: “complain” or 
“gripe” or “whine.” This will 
introduce my kvetch of the 
week, which has to do with the 
Baltimore- Washington Parkway. 

I moved to Greenbelt before 
the B-W Parkway was con- 
structed. Since most of 
Greenbelt wage-earners were 
government employees, the 
main path to Washington, D. C. 
included Edmonston Road 
(which went uninterrupted to 
Defense Highway and then to 
Peace Cross, to Bladensburg 
Road and finally to New York 
Avenue. ) 

Often, Peace Cross would 
become flooded (even before el 
nino) and Greenbelters would 
have to find alternate routes. 
But I recall vividly, coming 
home to Greenbelt in the 
carpool, that somewhere along 
Edmonston Road, near College 
Park, the air would suddenly 
become fresher and, most of 
all, cooler! 

Later, they built the B-W 
Parkway. I must say, that in 
the many years I’ve travelled 
that road, it has never been 
completely finished. Even to- 
day they are working on the B- 
W Parkway, and traffic slows 
down or comes to a complete 
stop as two or three lanes 
dwindle down to one. 

What started out as a lovely 
bucolic park road has under- 
gone changes reflecting in- 
creased traffic from burgeoning 


_development and tourists.- In- 


terchanges were expanded, 
bridges were rebuilt and new 
lanes added. The Park Service 
strains to keep the roadway in 
a park-like setting, even though 
the road has become a major 
commuter path. 

In the most recent improve- 
ment to the Parkway, walls 
were rebuilt to complement the 
additional width. These walls

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are intended to supplant metal 
barriers (similar to those used 
on the Beltway) in order to re- 
tain the park ambiance. But 
instead of using real stones 
and stonemasons, the Park Ser- 
vice used a kind of “form- 
stone” similar to what people 
use to surface the facades of 
their rowhouses in Baltimore. 
It is fake stone, an imitation, a 
fraud, an assault on the es- 
thetic sensibilities of many 
who use the Parkway. When I 
drive down the Parkway now, | 
deeply regret that the Park Ser- 
vice has cheapened the image 
of a fine Parkway, and also in- 
sulted the memory of Gladys 
Noon Spellman, to whom the 
Parkway was dedicated several 
years ago. 

If you want to contrast the 
fake stone on the wall to the 
real stuff, glance at the profes- 
sional stonework that remains 
on the many bridges. 

Now this may seem of 
small import to you; but it 
gives the Old Curmudgeon a 
chance to kvetch!

They’ve done the same thing 
elsewhere. 

So WMATA is taking pro- 
posals from developers. Be- 
cause they are treating the mat- 
ter as a procurement process, 
the people at WMATA aren't 
talking publicly as to what is 
going on, and will only meet 
with the Greenbelt City Council 
in executive (closed) session. 
No press or ordinary citizens. 

Likewise, the developers 
submitting proposals are re- 
quired by WMATA not to talk 
about their proposals in public. 
So they, too, will only talk to 
the city council in executive 
session. 

This has put the city council 
members, who like to be seen 
and heard, in an awkward posi- 
tion. They have to either deal 
with this matter only behind 
closed doors and keep their lips 
tightly sealed, or be left out of 
the loop. 

Normally, council would 
seek the advice of its citizen 
advisory groups. In this in- 
stance, even the Advisory Plan- 
ning Board, which usually 
meets developers at the door to 
Greenbelt and checks out their 
credentials before allowing 
them to come before our 
elected city officials, has been 
left out in left field. 

Making the Best 

However, the City Council 
has decided to make the best 
out of the situation, knowing 
that the County Executive and 
County Council are gung ho to 
have their jurisdiction blessed 


withthe “same high- ‘priced, 


fancy stores that make Mont- 
gomery County and Fairfax 
such toney places in which to 
live. The City Council also 
recognizes that the county offi- 
cials are willing to do whatever 
they can to broaden the tax 
base.’ The Council’s efforts 
seem to have succeeded in 
’ making the requirements of CB- 
35 tougher on any developer. 
Is CB-35 tough enough? It 
will probably take the county’s 
best zoning attorneys to figure 
that out. The intent is to create 
a new category, Metro Planned 
Community (MPC) as a permit- 
ted use in the I-2 Industrial 
Zone, without requiring the de- 
velopers to seek a zoning 
change. The MPC would per- 
mit development in a manner 
similar to that now permitted in 
the M-X-T Zone, a zone that

Many people have ‘hou tu 
that someday the area around 
the Metro station would be re- 
zoned for M-X-T, but it hasn’t 
been done yet. The county was 
slow to begin considering the 
matter. Although a Metro ter- 
minal station at or near 
Greenbelt was first planned in 
the late 1960’s, construction au- 
thorized in 1988 and the station 
opened in 1993, it was not un- 
til 1996 that the Maryland-Na- 
tional Capital Park and Plan- 
ning Commission initiated a 
study of the Greenbelt Metro 
area. 

Sector Plan 

A study focus group worked 
from April 1997 to December 
1997 on issues pertaining to 
properties within the study area 
and produced a preplanning re- 
port which concluded that there 
should be a sector plan pre- 
pared and, concurrently, a sec- 
tional map amendment to the 
zoning ordinance. 

A resolution to initiate an 
amendment to a part of the 
1989 Langley Park-College 
Park-Greenbelt Approved Mas- 
ter Plan and a concurrent sec- 
tional map amendment were au- 
thorized by the county council 
on April 23. It is expected that 
this process will take 18 
months. 

Meanwhile, WMATA has 
asked for development propos- 
als: Greenbelt MetroPark LLP 
believes that it needs an answer 
now as to how the land can be 
used in order to begin market- 
ing their land. Hence, CB-35. 
MetroPark’s spokesperson attor- 
ney, Richard Reed, contends 
that getting this early go-ahead 
will not interfere with the de- 
velopment of a sector plan as it 
will take the developers many 
years to get the project off the 
ground. It is not unreasonable 
to speculate, however, that the 
final sector plan will greatly re- 
flect the ideas and wishes of 
the developer awarded the 
Metro air rights. 

Metro Planned Community 

CB-35 defines a Metro 
Planned Community (MPC) as 
an area abutting a Metro station 
intended to promote the opti- 
mum use of the transit facilities 
and to encourage diverse land 
uses which blend together har- 
moniously. The MPC is to pro- 
vide the maximum amount of 
freedom possible in the archi- 
tectural design of buildings and 
their groupings and layout. 

At least two of the three per-

mitted categories of use must 
be included in the plan, accord- 
ing to the current draft of CB- 
35: retail businesses (upscale 
retail); office research, or in- 
dustrial uses; or dwellings or 
hotels/motels. So, while 
Bloomingdale’s and Nieman 
Marcus could be permitted, a 
nice motel and office building 
may be all that we get on the 
site if CB-35 is passed as ex- 
pected. 

The restrictions contained in 
CB-35 are not fixed in stone. 
The county council can choose 
to delete some of them before 
it enacts the bill, if it wishes to 
do so. Also, at a later date, if 
the developer maintains the 
support of the county council, it 
can ask for and may get an- 


other amendment to the zoning | 


code. 
Other Questions 

Many other questions raised 
about how development can 
take place are still unanswered. 
One is access. With the 
present roads, most of Prince 
George’s County won’t be able 
to get to the place without first 
fighting the traffic lights and 
tie-ups on Greenbelt Road. 
(Montgomery County residents 
can slip right in on the Metro 
access road off the Beltway.) 
There have been meetings be- 
tween representatives of 
MetroPark and the State High- 
way Administration (SHA) to 
discuss building a full inter- 
change to the property from the 
Beltway. In the past, SHA of- 
ficials stated that under no cir- 
cumstances would the federal 
government permit a full inter- 
change because the location is 
too close to Kenilworth Avenue. 


However, it may not be wise to — 


bet money on that assurance. 

Even if that interchange is 
built, how do you get local 
traffic into the place? 

Another problem is that a lot 
of the area of the Smith prop- 
erty is either flood plain or 
wetlands. The exact amount 
has not been determined, as the 
owners have not permitted any- 
one, other than their own 
people, onto the property to 
make a study. One estimate is 
that 53% of the Greenbelt 
Metro area is in the Indian 
Creek floodplain, 43% is con- 
sidered wetland, and 32% is 
woodland.

There was clearly not a con- 
sensus on council for the staff 
recommendation for funds to 
have the Gardenway option re- 
viewed and costs estimated by 
the city’s consulting engineer. 
Turnbull spoke first, again ar- 
guing for steps to manage the 
available parking. He strongly 
believed that the city was not 
addressing the real problem, 
namely that when a public 
commodity is given away for 
free, the demand will exceed 
the supply. It is not fair, he ar- 
gued, for those residents with- 
out cars, to pay the same rent 
as those, who do have cars. He 
suggested lowering Green 
Ridge House rents for all resi- 
dents then charging those resi- 
dents. who have cars for a park- 
ing permit. He described this as 
a revenue-neutral proposal. 
Mayor Judith Davis countered 
that some residents who may 


have benefitted. greatly from 


haying-¢ars in, terms of provid- 
ing a way to get out of their 
apartments, may have sold their 
cars because of the scarcity of 
parking. She was concerned 
that Turnbull’s approach would 
deny residents their indepen=,

Angle parking, Hruby 
wrote, “requires more space for 
maneuvering, thereby increasing 
exposure and hazard. Visibility 
can be inadequate for drivers 
backing out into traffic; and on- 
coming drivers must suddenly 
stop as cars unpark.” She 
stated that studies find that ac- 
cident rates in areas with angle 
parking are “substantially 
higher” than areas with parallel 
parking. 

Councilmember Alan 
,Turnbull, at both the January 
and April meetings called for a 
more aggressive parking man- 
agement plan. However, 
Councilmember Edward Putens 
argued that the city has man- 
aged to the point where it can- 
not manage any more. Older 
people are in better shape and 
want to drive longer than in the 
past. The.city has to explore 
“every solution we can,” he 
said, 

Hruby’s report concluded 
that “The parking problem at 
Green Ridge House is directly 
related to-an insufficient num- 


tion, explaining that he recog- 
nized the benefits cars provide, 
but feels that residents should 
pay for the privilege of having

funds for the community center 
and the fire department. Green 
praised the assistance and support 
provided by council and city staff 
during the legislative 
maneuverings. The final solution 
was to set aside $325,000 for the 
community center, with the un- 
derstanding that the city will give 
$125,000 to the fire department. 

Pitkin discussed her work on 
the budget, noting with pride that 
the state has maintained its AAA 
bond rating, kept its reserve fund 
in good shape, and created a new 
pension system for state employ- 
ees. She also noted the 
legislature’s success in passing a 
“landmark” faster appeal process 
for patients whose Health Mainte- 
nance Organizations have ruled 
that a procedure is not covered. 

Hubbard discussed what he 
called “probably... the best and 
the first” nutrient run-off land 
management plan to combat 
pfiesteria.
